HOMESTEAD MEN ARE SLOW TO 


RESPOND. 


GIGANTIC COAL DEAL. 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 4.—One of the 


largest coal deals ever made along 
the Monongahela river lias just been 
closed at Uniontown. The deal in- 
volves about $1,800,000 cash ,and 
10,000 acres of coal, extending from 
Rice's Landing to Big Whiteley 
creek, Greene county. The property 
has a river frontage of eighteen 
miles and is between one and two and 
a half miles wide. The purchasers are 
Fayette county capitalists, but it is 
said that an eastern syndicate is be- 
hind the deal. The same persons pur- 
chased a block of 4,850 acres of coal 
on the Fdyette side of the river last 
week for $400,000 cash, and have 
just secured 2,000 acres on the Greene 
couny side, from Lock No. 7 to Dunk- 
nrds Creek, the consideration being 
$180,000. Col. James M. Guffey, of 
this city, has also concluded a sale 
ofy7,000 awes of coal property on the 
B. & 0. railroad, near Farmiugton, 
W. Va., to the Gorges Creek Coal and 
Iron company, of Baltimore. 
The 


price paid is said to be about $250,- 
000.

SLOT MACHINES ARE RUNNING 


INJUNCTION FROM THE UNITED 


STATES COURT. 


Issued Against Mayor Schcrer, Su- 


peiintendent Goisline and 


Sheriff Melching. 


The festive slot machine is in full 


blast in Fort Wayne today and that 
they are in operation is no fault of 
the city and county authorities. 
Some time ago John Binney, of De- 
fiance, Ohio, placed fifteen machines 
here, claiming that they were used 
only to advertise certain brands of 
gum. For every nickel placed in the 
slot a package of gum was received, 
provided the bartender or clerk in a 
store was asked for the package. 
In addition there were times when a 
quarter, a half dollar, a dollar and 
even larger sums of money dropped 
out into the investor's hands, but 
this didn't happen frequently. Su- 
perintendent Gorsline, 
by instruc- 


tion of Mayor Scherer, oidered the 
machines removed and they were 
taken out. 
Yesterday Binney went 


to the United States court and se-- 
cured an injunction against Mayor 
Scherer, Superintendent Gorsline and 
Sheriff Melching. Last evening Su- 
perintendent Gorsline received the 
following telegram: 


"Indianapolis, 
July 
3.—Homer 


Gorsline, Superintendent of Police, 
Fort Wayne. Ind.:—I have restrain- 
ing order to be served on you and 
Henry P. Scherer, forbidding inter- 
ference with Binney slot machines 
until July 7, or until further order 
of court. 
S. E. KERCHEVAL, 


"Marshal." 


Telegrams of like character were 


also received by the mayor and Sher- 
iff Melching this morning told The 
Sentinel that he had also been en- 
joined. 
The machines were put up 


in many places today and some of 
them are doing a big business and 
before the case can be decided by 
Judge Baker hundreds of Fort Wayne 
nickels will have found their way 
into the slot, unless some way is 
found to stop them. 


Prosecutor Doughman has the mat- 


ter under advisement and will make 
out affidavits and probably have affi- 
davits issued by some ju&tice of the 
peace for the arrest of all saloon- 
keepers and cigar dealers who are 
allowing the machine to operate in 
their places of business. 
Mayor 


Scherer and Superintendent Gorsline 
will not interfere, although they do 
not believe a telegram is legal serv- 
ice. 
They will bide their time and 


intimate that it will go hard for any 
saloonkeeper who believes that it is 
more advisable to cater to the Binney 
people than to the ciy authorities. 


Attoiney J. H. Rodes, ot Sedalia, 


Mo., paid to McCann & Smither, stock 
dealeis of Palis, Mo., the dnmages 
awarded to them by the supieme 
court of the United States in a suit 
inaugurated against the Missouii, 
Kansas and Texas railroad nine yeais 
ago. 
The decision of the supreme 


court establishes a precedent that is 
of far-ieaching consequence to ship- 
peis all over the United States. Nine 
yeais ago this firm shipped six car 
loads of cattle from Palis, the Mis- 
souii, Kansas and Texas raihoad le- 
ceiving and billing them to Chicago. 
At Hannibal the cattle weie trans- 
ferred to the Wabash railroad. For 
some cause they were delayed on the 
Wabash, and weie a day late in 
reaching Chicago. In the meantime 
the cattle market had declined, and 
the shippeis figured that the delay 
had cost them $700. They sued for 
this amount in the circuit court of 
Monioe county and received a ver- 
dict, the couit holding that the clause 
in the shippers' contract releasing the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas fiom re- 
sponsibility on connecting lines was 
invalid, because the connectling line 
was acting as agent for the Missouri 
Kansas and Texas. The case was ap- 
pealed to the supieme court of Mis- 
souri, and the judgment of the circuit 
court was revelsed by division No, 2 
A motion for a rehearing was after- 
ward granted, and the case was trans- 
ferred to the supreme court, which 
sustained the judgment of the lowei 
couit. 


The railroad then sued out a writ 


of en or to the supreme court of the 
United States on the ground that the 
statute of the state of Missouri fixing 
the liability of the receiving carriei 
for the negligence of the connecting 
cairier was as construed by the su 
preme court, unconstitutional, and in 
violation of the interstate commerc 
net. The case was argued twice be 
fore the supreme court of the Unitec 
States. It sustained the judgment o 
the supreme court of Missouii, and 
the plaintiffs today received the dam 
ages with interest awarded them by 
the ciicuit court of Monroe count 
nine years ago.

public, especially in the last -40 years, 
have aroused the admiration and aug- 
mented the affection of Great Britain 
It is easy to like people of great and ac- 
cumulating power. Our restoration of 
the Union proved the immensity of our 
resources and that no European state 
could afford to provoke us. We have be- 
come in every aeii'e and in the fullest 
sense a first class power 


Onr short but most effective and sig- 


nificant war with Spain of last year 
again demonstrated the strength and 
admirable fighting qualities of ouraimy 
and navy 
No soldiers and sailors have 


ever acquitted themselves better. Our 
guns and ships stirred the enthusiasm, 
if not the envy, of the gieat powers, 
and gave us enormous renown through- 
cut civilization. 


Our achievements in art and litera- 


ture have made ?uch rapid strides that 
we are now in the front rank, and our 
work is known for its distinctive oiig- 
imility 
While little moie than 10(1 


jeais old, we have accomplished almost 
all that Europe has accomplished in 
ages, and who shall limit onr expansion 
iu any way or degree?

better and that England likes us better
